We, the community members of the Hunter’s Point Annex (HPA) Restoration 
Advisory Board, are asking, on behalf of our community, for an investigation into 
the U.S. Navy’s local minority hiring and contracting practices regarding the 
cleanup of the Hunter’s Point Naval Shipyard in San Francisco, California.

Bayview Hunter’s Point, a predominantly African-American community, was 
economically devastated by the closure of Hunter’s Point Naval Shipyard in 1974. 
Sadly, our community remains depressed to this day, even though very large 
economic opportunities now exist from the closure of HPA in 1991 under the Base 
Realignment and Closure Act (BRAC) of 1988. Tens of millions of dollars have 
already been spent on HPA, with a total cost of clean-up that may ultimately 
exceed $500 Million.

We have beseeched Navy representatives to hire the many qualified local, minority 
contractors available for base clean-up projects so that some economic benefit may 
come back to the community. Yet, to date, local, minority contractors have not 
been allowed to participate in the clean-up. In addition, the Navy’s contractors 
choose not to re-invest their profits back into a community severely impacted by 
the base closure.

Mr. President, how can such a thing be allowed to happen?

Specifically, we ask you to:

1) Investigate the hiring and contracting practices of the U.S. Navy at the Hunter’s 
Point Naval Shipyard.

2) Intervene on the community’s behalf, if you determine that local, minority 
contractors are not adequately represented in the clean-up of the Shipyard. We 
simply seek our fair share of contracting opportunities so that we may improve our 
community. We ask you to tell the appropriate powers, “Make it happen for the 
local, minority contractors in the Hunter’s Point community.”

3) Explain to us how the Navy can possibly be prohibited by law from hiring
local, minority contractors.
